Experiments In Fe<Ml!ng. 

The superiutendeni of iJie model farm 
at Gnelph, Ca'iada, gives as below the 
icstilts oi some experiments made there 
in cattle biecdins: 

1. A steady frosty winter is better 
than an open one in feeding cattle.

6 Farm-yard mimuro iroiu well-fed 
cattle 8 years old Is worth an average of 
82.80 per ton. 

7. A 8-year-o!d cattle Ix-ast, wi'U fed, 
will give at leiwt one ton of manure ev- 
ery month of winter. 

H. No cattle beast whatever w.ll pay 
for the direct increa.se to it-s weight from 
the consumption of any kind or quantity 
of food.

Danger Ahead. 

Frankfort Yeomun. 

The Republicans of Mason, Nicholas, 
and Fiemins counties have nominated 
Hon. W. H. AVadsworth for Congress, antl 
it maybe expected that he will bt> the 
nominee of the Catlettsburg convention 
without opposition. He is an able speak- 
er, and one of the strongest characters in 
the Republican party. He will be able to 
bring all the machinery of the organiza- 
tion to his aid, and will jrive the Denioc- 
racy some trouble, if the differences in the 
9th district are not 8atisf.ictorily adjusted 
at Grayson. The present outlook is not 
very favorable for a harmonious meetiuij 
on account of the split in Nicholas, and 
the bitter personal issue which it involves. 
The two le.iding candidates for the Demo- 
cratic noiuiaation were not permitted to 
measure tlieir strength at Carlisle without 
the incumbrance of an outsi<le weight 
which ought not to have been forced up- 
on them.

Abdallah Bey, Aide-de.cump of the Khe- 
dive, has proceeded on a misision to ports 
on the Red S^a to stir up among tiie na- 
tives a loyal feelings toward the Khedive 
and to eiiouurage operations against Arabi 
Pasha fiom that tiuarter. 

Fred Erb, the crack shooter of the wes% 
challenges any man in America to shoot 
prairie chickens in the field for from SlOO 
to ^liOO aside, the birds to be shot on the 
wing; the match to take place in Kansas 
or Nebraska in two or three weeks hence. 

On Monday niiiht Jelf Robards, a farm- 
] er living near Uarrodsburg, visited >Sam 
Ball, a neighbor, and while talking to him 
was shot and in^-tantly killed by Ball's 
brother.

Kovel Defense to a Halt on a (j^rain Option. 

A Claim That Speculating In (irain Is 
Gambling Umler the Laws of Ohio— 
History of au interesting Case. 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 

A suit in in progress in 'Squire Antho- 
hy's Court which makes an important 
issue. The case, as the plaintilV states if, 
is as follows: In October of last year, Wil- 
liam Cole, a farmer near Maysville, Ky , 
came to Cincinnati with $500, which he 
intended to invest in wheat. He called on 
John T. Snodgrass, then agent for Field. 
Liudley <& Co., of Chicago, who took the 
trade for hts house, investing, at Cole's 
direction, in ten thousand busliels of wheat 
and a certain number of tierces of lard. 
In the then state of the market, Field, 
Liudley & Co. refused the trade, but turned 
it over to Sherwin & Co., brokers. Cole's 
wheat was to be delivered in December of 
last year. He afterwards was shown a 
telegram from the Chicago parties stating 
tiiat Cole's trade had made monev, but 
stating that Snodzrass was behind in his 
settlements, and they would recognize no 
individual transactions, but should gobble 
the whole amount. Afterward Snodgrass 
refunded, at three diSerent times, $2A.i 40, 
leaving a balance of $2ot) 60, for which 
Cole sues. He says he was willing to take 
it now and pay for it} tliat he bought in 
good faith. 

The defense set iip to this action is the 
point of interest. The defendant claims 
that the transaction was gambiinff and ille- 
gal under the laws of Ohio, ana, further, 
that more than six iiionths having elapsed 
since the transaction the {>!aiiit;tt' is not 
entitled to recover under the statute, a#c- 
tlon 4270. If this defense is successful it 
will carry .'^ome consternation into the 
Grain Board, and render transactions there 
doubly insecure. 

The case before Justice Anthony is being 
tried hv a jury composed of Otte Schu-h- 
ardit, William F. Gass, George Crawfonl, 
H. Korf, Philip Belker and F. PiUe It 
has been in progress s'nce Saturday. 
Messrs. Lewis Irwin and Samuel \'. Keid 
represent the prosecution, and Mr. Nelson 
Sayler is for the defense. 

There are about twenty other suits to 
follow this, whatever the inue of it may 
be. The statute under which the defense 
is made is as follows: 

4270. If any person, by playing at any 
game or by means of any bet or wj'ger, 
loses to any other person any sum of 
money or other thing of value, and pays 
or delivers the same, or any part thereof, 
to the winner, the person who so loses and 
pays or delivers may, at any time within 
six months next after such loss and pay- 
ment or delivery, sue for and recover the 
money or thing' of value so lost and paid 
or delivered, or any part therof, from the 
winner thereof, with costs of suit, by civil 
action, founded on this chapter, before any 
court of competent jurisdiction.

* honor to the dead, and corpses lay in 
every direction about the mission station. 
It is just thirtv years since the Rev. 
John Watb(ur4 'writing from here, 
described how twenty-eight vtotima Bad 

^^fceen ieiaed>i||rioi«t day while fishing. 

' They wereH^dnght heve alive, and only 
stunned wh«n jput into the ovens. Some 
ol the' tniaetaM o creatoree attempted to 
escape from the scorching bed of red-hot 
itones, but only to be driven back and 
buried in tl^at Uving tomb, whence they 
were taken a. Itow notirs later to feast 
their barbarous captors. He adds that 
more human beings were eaten on tliis 
little isle of Bau than anywhere else in 
Fiji. It is very hard, indeed, to realize 
that the peaceful village on which I am 
noiw lodting haa really been the soane 
of sneh l)orf(Of» aa tljas^, Midt>)lfl many 
of the gentle, kindly peo|^|uniind me 
have actually taken part in them. — At
